FIRST TIME FRONT HAS 8EEN BROKEN 
For the first tim e in the w ar on the w estern front since th e opposing 


arm ies established them selves in their trenches the defensive zone bas been 


broken through. In oth er great attacks tire British. French and G erm ans have 


been able to bend back the lines, but not to strike through the zone of de­ 


fense. 
Many m ilitary critics had reached the opinion that on account of the 


strength of the lines it would be impossible to break them until one side 


or the o th e r had been worn down to such a point that it would he no longer 
able to man it strongly. 
Unless the British a re enabled to restore ilia situation by counter a t­ 
tacks a w ithdraw al on a wide front may he necessary with open field w arfare 
T he points at which the British line has been broken is near the south­ 
ern end of the German attackin g front which extends from A rras to LaFere, 
16 miles below St. Quentin. 
Below this sector is the great arch in the front 
w h ere th e line approaching nearest to P aris turns sharply to the east. 
'I he Germ an offensive has developed with almost unparalleled rapidity. 
One reason for this is indicated in Field Marshal H aig’s report .showing the 
G erm ans are constantly bringing up fresh bodies of troops.

the G erm ans as they progress are like­ 
ly to find th eir movement more difli 
cult and the resistance of the British 
more effective. 
The more deeply they

they must move th eir liases entailing 
increasing difficulties in providing sup­ 
plies for th eir troops. 
They must 
move forward over a devastated area 
while the British will have the great 
advantage of good roads and railroads.

British army Headquarters in France, ii a. rn., March 


23.— (Associated Press)— The British, gallantly fighting, 


are still presenting a solid front to the fiercely attacking 
Germans, although the defensive troops have withdrawn 


their lines in certain places for strategic reasons. 


All day yesterday and much of last night the conflict 


continued to rage with increasing violence, as fresh Cer­

The operation is so vast and is changing with such

Thorp seems now, in view of tate ^reports, little room 
to doubt that the Germans have launched a gigantic offen 
sifft on the western battle fronts, staking all their Imp* 
of 
winning the war upon a single combat. 
W hile every present existing condition, 
save one, 
seemed to warrant a continuation of defensive warfare on 
the western front by the Germans, the war lords of the 
Central P o w ers have disregarded every other considera­ 
tion and precipitated, what will probably be, the decisive 
battle of the war, so far as Germany is concerned, because 
of the existence of that one condition— America’s entrance 
into the war and the fact that America has not yet been 
able to bring her full force into action and probably will 
not be able to do so until late in the fall of this year. 
Germany, having disposed of Russia, Serbia and l\<>u- 
niatiia, and holding Italy in a deadlock at the Pin vc river, 
finding the storehouses of I Urania empty, has determin­ 
ed to strike her hardest blow while the power yet remains 
to her and against her foe before it can he reinforced by 
the arrival of America’s full strength. 
There is no longer, it seems, much room to doubt that 
every ounce of fighting strength which < iermatn has bet n 
able to summon from Austria, Bulgaria and Turkey, has 
been massed on the western front with the determination 
to win with one ponderous blow, if possible. 


Will the allied forces be able to meet and withstand 
the shock? 
T h at’s the question which an anxious world is asking 
and which can only bo answered after days of agonizing 
uncertainty. The commanders of the allied armies send 
out reassurances to their respective governments. 
They 
seem confident of their ability to check and turn back the 
awful flood which has been let loose bv G erm any’s war 
lords. 
~ r 
T'he people of England, of France, and of the United 
States have reason to call forth every reserve of fortitude 
and patience to meet the discouragements and the sorrows 
which the next weeks will bring. 
The great battle which opened on the western front 
Thursday will not he decided in a few days. Ii will be a 
long and heart-breaking struggle. The allied forces will, 
as Field Marshal H aig has warned, he compelled to face 
much desperate fighting. 
The first d a y ’s struggle has failed to bring as full a 
measure of .success to tile Central Powers as the com­ 
manders counted upon. But there will be sleepless nights 
and anxious days during which tile folks at home must 
wait in silence while the great guns hurl their avalanche 
of shot and shell and while brave boys, by the thousands, 
give lip their lives on the battle fields of liberty. 
W e can only wait, confidently and bravely, alert to 
help while the battle rages in all its fury.

There are some, only a few but 
there are some, who are w illing to do so long as it does not 
interfere with their plans for pleasure.
